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Police talk armed 
man out of suicide

Gainesville police rerouted pedes- 
trians and vehicles around (he 1600 
block of NE 23rd Avenue Thursday 
morning while they spent four hours 
talking an armed man out of harm- 
ing himself. 

Police said the man, armed wilh a 
30-30 rifle, was apparently suicidal, 
but did not threaten anyone else. He 
never fired a shot and eventually 
handed the gun to officers outside 
his front door. 

The standoff began when Bruce 
Brauit. 24. called police at about 5:13 
a.m. to say he was suicidal and 
armed with a rifle. Police, Including 
SWAT team members, soon sur- 
rounded his house at 2209 NE 16th 
Terrace. 

Officers and crisis counselors 
talked to Brauit by phone for hours 
before persuading him to come out. 

"He was agitated off and on/' said 
U. Sadie Darnell. "U was an inconve- 
nience to a lot of people, but the 
bottom line was we wanted him (o 
come out of there without anybody 
getting hurt." 

Police said they won't talk about 
the man's problems except to say 
that he was apparently having diffi- 
culties over a girlfriend. 

Darnell said Brauit wasn't arrest-

ed or charged because there was no 
hostage, no shots were fired and no 
one but himself was threatened. 

But Darnell expressed surprise 
Thursday evening when she was told 
that a neighbor reported that Brauit 
was back at his home later in the 
day. Darnell said that when she 
called the Crisis Stabilization Unit — 
where police records show Brauit 
was taken — she was told they had 
no record of his arrival there. 

Darnell said she was unable to find 
any local agency that knew of the 
man s whereabouts, and calieti CSU 
back. 

Brauit Is the son of Joe! and Diane 
Brauit, who died in a murder-suicide 
behind Gainesville City Hail in Octo- 
ber 1986. 

Joel Brauit was waiting in a car 
near city hail while his estranged 
wife parked nearby upon returning 
to her job. They argued, struggling 
over a handgun. Finally, he pushed 
her to the ground and shot her sever- 
al times with a .357 Magnum. He 
reloaded the gun. fired again at her, 
and then shot himself.

60 days of the date of this letter, explaining your version of 
the facts supporting your claim that your possible registration 
as a 3SA member should be reinstated.
